An option is available to provide mapping capability in the police vehicles, deliverinl true "command

and control" to supervisors worlcina in the field (e.,., at a disuter scene, etc.).
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COMMUNICATIONS SERYER

ALECS 2000nc hal incorporated an interface to state and national databases. that is available at

all workstations and mobile computers. In New York State. the interface is to NYSPIN (the New

York State Police Information Network). Inquiries transmitted to the state systems are also

forwarded to the National Crime Information Center (NOC) database. This interface and

communications capability can be implemented for any agency in any state or county.

For headquarters users, the communications interface delivenI an integrated menu option for

inquiries (e.g., driver infonnation, person's criminal history. etc.) and updates. The work is

performed at the user's workstation, rather than using a separate, dedicated terminal.

For mobile users, the CD....1l1dc"tto,.' interface delivers respOI1AeS to inquiries from an AMO

laptop. The need to call a dispatcher at headquarters to enter the l'Clqueat is eliminated., providing

faster responae to the officer and off loadin& work from the dispatcher.

The connection to the communications system can be either by meant of a dedicated telephone

link direct to the state computer system, or by cable connection to an existing '"Enforcer"

terminal, configured with appropriate software.
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FALSE A.LARMBlLLING MODULE

This optional module automates the billing processes for false alanns from businesses and

homes. The ALBCS 1000™ FGhe Ahum BUU", module provides an extensive set of functions

related to classifying, and charging for, responses to false alarms of various kinds. The us.er has

flexibility in setting alarm types, chargeable/non-chargeable, trigger levels, schedule of fines and

other conditiona (e.g., expired pencil, grace period. etc.)

Alann billing i. linked to a blotter event, with an alann type conesponding to an event type.

Using the infonnation in the blotter and the criteria selected by the user, the Ftd$~Alii"" BUling

module printa pre-fonnatted lettenil, containing variable information, and labels. Date ranges,

individual locations, aged items, etc. can be selected.

Payments, full and partial, are recorded, and the status ofoutatandina fines updated and receipts

are printed. Various detailed manaacment reports can be compiled (e. g., falle alanns by

location, type, amounts uncollected, etc.). An audit trail, topg all entries to the payments file

and any chanica to the status of fines. is maintained.

The Garden City Police Department has been working with Compu­
DAWN, Inc. on a truly innovative project to install fully functional lap top
computers in our police cars. The feature that sets Compu-DAWN's system
apart from all others is full access to the local police department data base.
Every function available at the desk top in headquarters, from barking dog
complaints to felony arrest processing, is available in the driv1~r's seat.

The system is up and running, using CDPD communications. We have
been using it to access to the New York State Police Information Network
(NYSPIN) since mid December and have been training on the local database,
ALECS 2000.

We have had many opportunities to buy into laptop systems that provide
NYSPIN along with EMail and limited data filing. In this day of pentiums and
CDPD communications, this limited level of service is no longer acceptable.
C}iJ.Jpu-DAv.rl~ IS ieading the industry into the "21st Century," in the area of
police data management.
